Why is Islam Subjected to 
Hatred? 


¢ Islam is the purest monotheistic faith that pronounces oneness of Almighty, which 
is not acceptable to the non-believers (rebellious) 
« “When Allah alone is mentioned, the hearts of those who do not believe in the 
Hereafter contract with bitterness, but when deities apart from Allah are mentioned, 
they are filled with joy.” Quran 39:45 


¢ The Jew Rabbis and Christian Priests know that Islam is the right path and 
Muhammad pbuh is the last messenger, but they accept not out of jealousy of the 
last messenger pbuh 


¢ “Jews and the Christians each say, “We are the children of Allah and His most beloved!” 
Quran, 5:18 


* Bias is indoctrinated amongst non-Muslims as a strategy to keep them from 
viewing Islam objectively and accepting it. Today Muslim majority reinforces the 
bias when they themselves live not Islam in their lives in totality 


* Oyou who have believed, enter into Islam completely [and perfectly]. Quran 2:208 


¢ Muslims often look down at the believers of other religions and wish to conquer 
them. Instead, if Muslims had been guiding them to their eternal success with Hikmah. 


¢ Invite to the way of Allah with wisdom and good instruction [Glad tidings] and argue 
with them in a way that is best [with reasoning]. Quran 16:125

¢ Should not let others violate your right to freedom; 
do not act passively.

* The hypocrites fear that a sdrah should be revealed about 
them, exposing what is in their hearts.
